A $550,000 goal by June, 1955 — 
calling for 525,000 per year main- 
tenance fund for current expenses 
over the six-year period; $100,000 
for liquidation of debt and further 
improvement of existing buildings; 
and $300,000 for new dormitories 
and apartments — was adopted by 
Pacific College's quarterly meeting 
of the board of managers, accord- 
ing to announcement last week by 
Dr. Gervas A. Carey, college pres- 
ident. 

The six-year fund-raising plan 
was set up as a result of looking 
toward improvement and stand- 
ardization of the college," accord- 
ing to the president's report. Pa- 
cific .College, .the .only .Quaker 
school in the Pacific Northwest, is 
supported almost entirely by the 
Oregon Yearly Meeting of Friends 
churches which has less than 5000 
members. Its present assets con- 
sist of a campus of 35 acres, nine 
buildings and a permanent endow- 
ment of $345,870. 

Carey's report stated that the 
most insistent need was that of 
the maintenance fund which he 
hoped would be taken care of year- 
ly by completion of the subscrip- 
tion for 1,000 shares in the "Twen- 
ty-Five Dollar Club." This "club" 
is an agreement to contribute $25 
or more to the school annually for 
an indefinite term safeguarded by 
a provision for cancellation. Col- 
lege authorities felt that this plan 
would build up a regular mainten- 
ance fund and would liquidate the 
necessity of annual and frequent 
recanvassing of donors. 

The board felt that two new 
dormitories to relieve icongested 
situations in the existing three 
should be Included in the building 
plan and that modern apartments 
for married students should be add- 
ed to replace the temporary veter- 
ans' apartments now on the cam- 
pus. The vet homes are to be re- 
moved by June, 1951, in aeordance 
with agreement with the city of 
Newberg. Carey explained that 
plenty of classroom apace is avail- 
able but not living quarters. 

"With the financial needs of the 
college a primary consideration, 
the accredition of the school is 
the next must," Carey said. "In 
reality this can be solved only by 
adequate financial support to cov- 
er operating expenses and liquid- 
ate debts." 

Building operations of the last 
two years — new gymnasium, 
science hall, dining hall, fine arts 
building and remodeling of exist- 
ing buildings — have brought the 
debt to approximately $85,000, ac- 
cording to the report. The oldest
